Sunday night to investigate a 
potential astronaut landing site 
with a camera and a miniature 
chemistry lab that may, for the 
first time, tell scientists what 
elements are present in the lu- 
nar soil. 
The planned touchdown area 


is in the Sea of Tranquility 24 
miles from the Crater Moltke.

started at 6:04 p.m. Thursday 
when Biosatelllte 2 and its cargo 
of more than 10 million insects, 
plants and bacteria rode a Delta 
rocket into an orbit about 200 
miles above the earth. 


During three days in space, 


the specimens are to grow, re- 
produce and eat to determine 
how biological processes.are af- 
fected by space weightlessness

The strange passenger list in- 


cluded parasitic wasps, vinegar

The National Aeronautics and

was delayed more than 
three 


hours by technical difficulties 
including the late discovery that 
a switch—part of the parachute 
deployment system—had been 
installed backwards. 


The wrong installation result- 


ed because the blueprint for the 
system was drawn incorrectly, 
an official reported. 


Both missions are to reach 


critical stages a few hours apart 
on Sunday. These are points at 
which the earlier Surveyor 4 
and 
Biosatellite 
1 payloads 


failed. 


About 3 p.m. (EOT) Biosatel- 


lite 2 is to fire its retro-rocket 
and re-enter the atmosphere 
over the Pacific Ocean near Ha- 
waii. An Air Force plane will at- 
tempt to snag the parachute as 
the payload descends. The re- 
tro-rocket failed on the first 
Biosatellite 
last 
December 


ruining the flight. 


About 9 p.m., Surveyor 5 is to 


ignite its braking rocket for the 
touchdown on the moon. All con- 
tact was lost with Surveyor 4 
shortly after its rocket fired and 
moments before it was to land 
in July.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will insist on a reduc- 
tion in federal spending as a 
condition 
for 
reporting out 


President Johnson's bill for a 
10 per cent income tax sur- 
chage, its chairman predicted 
in an Interview here Thursday. 


Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 


said he didn't know what posi- 
tion the committee would take 
on the bill, but that if it de- 
cided the bill was needed, he 
was sure the committee would 
insist on "definite steps-not 
promises" to reduce spending. 


Mills 
said 
the committee 


would resume public hearings 
on the measure next Tuesday, 
after congress returns from its 
Labor Day recess. Private de- 
liberations probably will begin 
Sept. 18, he said. 


The Second District congress- 


man said he thought his com- 
mittee would "take the view 
that it's not fair to expect the 
taxpayer to pull in his belt with- 
out the government doing the 
same thing." 


"Naturally the reductions will 


be in the non-defense area, and 
perhaps in the defense area not 
related to Vietnam," Mills said. 


In its hearings, the Ways and 


Means Committee will be seek- 
ing answers to several ques- 
tions, Mills said. Among them: 


— Would the economy become 


so inflationary without a tax in- 
crease that the consumer would 
be paying out more in higher 
prices than he would with a 
tax increase? 
- If the nation is going to ex- 


perience inflation, would a tax 
increase stop it?

economic growth?

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


director of the National Cancer 
Institute has been off cigarettes 
for 23 days. And he admits woe- 
fully, "I miss them very much." 


But Dr. Kenneth M. Endicott 


adds: "I'm really glad that I 
stopped." 


After smoking for 30 years— 


slightly more than a pack a day 
at the end—the cancer expert 
finally quit because "I was sim- 
ply in an impossible position." 
Endicott was getting it from all 
sides. 


At national symposiums and 


conferences 
on smoking and 


health, "people were just aston- 
ished that I smoked." Many got 
a big charge out of it. 


Nor was the assistant surgeon 


general free from harassment 
at home. 


His teen-age son and daugh- 


ter, neither of whom smoke, 
"were carrying on a propagan- 
da campaign" to get him to 
quit. 


For smokers who go through 


less than half a pack a day, En- 
dicott says, the health risks 
aren't much different than for 
nonsmokers. 


Dr. Endicott had wanted to 


quit for years—and did three 
times before. But each time he 
took up pipe or cigars and soon 
was back to cigarettes. "I de- 
cided the best way for me to 
quit was to stop entirely," he 
explained in an interview. 


It was seven years ago, when 


he became head of the Cancer 
Institute, that Endicott "really 
began to get sensitive" about 
his smoking. 


Then, of course, there was the 


1964 report by his boss, the sur- 
geon general, that there is a 
link between smoking and lung 
cancer. That wasn't news to En- 
dicott. He and his staff had 
known of the findings cited in 
the report for some time. 


Recently, Endicott was con- 


fronted with another persuasive 
reason to quit: he developed a 
rough smoker's cough. At 51, he
